America is Setting all The Thrills of 


Blood Curdling Stories About 


The War.

back to 


Europe, American is now getting all 
the thrills of the old "blood-curd-

product of one of the greatest rumor 
factories the world ever saw—the 
•Allied armies. 


The stories of the "horrible" con-

Key West, Fla., April 1.—'Plight

tant, "Lieutenant H. H. Cantrell, were 
in the air eleven and a half hours 
recently in a flight from Key West 
to St. Augustine and return, without 
having to replenish their fuel supply. 
They were compelled to land 
once, 


however, on account of ignition 
trouble. This trip broke the 'Ameri- 
can record otf nine and a half hours 
in the air without refueling. 


Lieutenant Rowen is now design- 


ing" a' new type of fgasoline tank 
which will carry 550 gallons of gas 
instead of the usual 350 gallons. He 
is also experimenting with smaller 
jets, which he claims will reduce the 
consumption of gas from thirty gal- 
lons to twenty-five gallons per hour.
